ception of the fourth, a five-furlongs dash for two- 
year-olds. I Hit tile fields were of better calibre than 
usual and furnished sport that was highly enjoyable. 

The two-year-old race was an allowance affair 
aud attracted to the post, among others, the useful 
eastern filly Stellariua and J. M. Shilling’s Baby 
Cal. Stellariua evidently was far from being ready 
for tlie race, for she finished last, while Brooks, 
from the stable of Wade McLemore, took the meas- 
ure of Baby Cal in a driving finish after having 
led all the way. Baby Cal was held at odds-on for 
the race. 

The talent started the day auspiciously when Le- 
ford scored in the opening race as a favorite. He 
was in front all the way and had no serious oppo- 
sition at the finish. Nannie MeDee was a bad 
disap]>oiutment in the second. She was staunchly 
> tacked at short odds and finished last, while the 
improving Charley McFerran. making a show of 
his opposition, won off by himself. Royal Interest 
was held at odds-on for the third and got up at 
the end to bent Dixie Mina in a hard drive. 

Busy Edith scored her third consecutive victory of 
the meeting for Frank D. Weir in the fifth race 
and Lady Innocence, well backed at long odds, got 
up to boat Lady Voting, the favorite of the closing 
race. 

Jockey O. Gentry was suspended by the stewards 
for five days for rough riding in the first race. 

The Texas Futurity will be run December 30.

The following horses, viz., Landweed, Syconphant, 
Fa I emus and Lady Gladys have been shipped to 
South Africa by the Galway Castle. Their despatch 
was superintended by the Ayr trainer, J. McGuigan, 
wlio has recently been given charge of Desmond’s 
Ho|ie. which cost 531,720 as a yearling, but has 
not yet run. The expensive son of Desmond and 
Silver Pheasant will be schooled over obstacles. 

Mr. R. Craig-McKerrow left London November 
19 en route for India. lie will run some of his 
horses at the Calcutta races, which commence on 
Christmas eve, among them Silver Thrush and 
Luckv Thought. The former is entered for all the 
important events, including the King Emperor's 
Cup (one mile), the Cooch Beliar Cup tone mile and 
a quarter), the Viceroy Cup (one mile and three- 
quarters), and the Metropolitan at three-quarters 

The stallion Perrier, which was bred by King 
Edward VII. at Sandringham, has achieved much 
fame in the Argentine as a stallion, his sun, Packoy, 
having won tlie classic Gran Preuiio Nacioual of 
$100,000, and a cup to the winner, on October 17, 
Irorn the flying Ocurrencia and seven others. The 
winner was ridden by 1'. Arcuri, and won by a head, 
lie lielongs to Senor J. Amelia, and is by Perrier 
— Cecil, by Bocage — Overdue, by Bend Or — Mezzo- 
tint, by Coeruleus. His sire- is by Persimmon — Am- 
phora. 

Christmas day falling on a Saturday, the Johan- 
nesouig 'lurf club summer meeting will be spread 
over an interval of thirteen days, inclusive, as the 
flrst fixture will fall on Saturday, December 18, and 
then Boxing day, Monday. December 27, conclud- 
ing with the New Year day program. The South 
African Nursery is set for the same day as the 
Summer Handicap of $0,000, the juvenile event be- 
ing worth a matter of $250 more. Of Boxing day 
the Goldfields Handicap is worth $2,500 and tlie 
South African Derby tlie same day should ensure au 
excellent card. On the concluding day the prin- 
cipal events are the South African Oaks of $3,750 
and the Merchants Handicap of $2,000. with the 
Governor -General’s Cup of $1,750 ($500 presented 
by his Excelleny the Governor -Genera 1 ( . Deborah, 
when the mail left, had evident!)- settled into a 
firm favorite for the South African Derby, with 
Zeudling next in demand, then Giist aud Hector at 
a point longer.

Baker possessed and raced this year a young mare of such speed 
and reliability that any owner might justifiably have envied him. Only three times unplaced in twenty 
races, she won eleven of them and was his best money winner. If no ill befalls her she should be good to 
follow in the racing of 1910. Baker bad other good money earners, the sprinter, Roscoe Goose, anil the 
high-class selling plater, Sleeth, being especially effective contributors. Sleetli was in extra good form in 
tlie fall and won his last four races in succession. Two old-timers. Royal Tea and White Wool, and the 
tour-year-old Transit, as well, raced creditably and each gathered more than $1,000 for him. The stable 
bad no winning two-year-old in its makeup, but on the whole did extremely well, as the following reeord 
shows:

McDowell’s extremely good fortune with high-class uiares, should prove able to do great things for him in 
tlie racing of next year. In Checks lie had one of the good two-year-olds of western racing and one that 
v.as racing in fine form at the end of his campaign, always a hopeful augury of excellence as a three-year- 
oid.

HORSES WHICH WERE VICTORIOUS IN ONE OR MORE STAKE 

RACES IN 1915 



If fine old gelding Borrow had not won the Kentucky Handicap at Douglas Park last May he would 
not now figure as the premier stake race winning horse of the year. But he did and lie is. For another 
“if’ proposition, if Dominant, in the running of the Grand Union Hotel Stakes at Saratoga, bad been able 
to hold his stretch lead but a few feet more he and not Borrow would have been tlie chief winner of the 
year. But his 130 pounds to her 104 enabled Puss in Boots to get up and snatch a triumph away from him 
in the last stride. Hence he is only second. Values are referred to in their cases. In number of stake 
races which lie either won or was placed in, Stromboli was easily first, with that good colt. The Finn, see 
ond. The champion of the year, Reamer. and the good western handicap horse, Hodge, were close together 
in their stake race earnings. Peerless Regret started only twice, but winning the Kentucky Derby gave 
her a good place in the list, just as his well-earned victory in the Latonia Derby served the good, but un- 
lock v colt. Royal II. Other horses were bound by force of circumstances to achieve their success in stake 
races of comparatively smaller values, and right well did such as Star Jasmine, Bulse, Prince Hermis. 
George Smith, Dodge. Waterblossom and others of merit race to gain such measures of good fortnne as fell 
to them. The records in stake racing of every horse which captured one or more of such races is here 
presented:

The late King Edward had been racing a good 
many years before he became possessed of an ani- 
mal worthy of wearing the royal livery; but in the 
'nineties there came along three colts — all by St. 
Simon out of that wonderful mare Perdita 11. — *11 
of which in turn carried the purple aud scarlet 
jacket with considerable distinction. The first of 
the trio to arrive was Florizel II., which won tae 
Manchester Cup and other races, and tlie last was 
Diamond Jubilee, which won the triple crown iu 
1909. 

In between. In the year 1893, to he precise, the 
greatest of the famous brothers made his appear- 
ance, and was in due course given the name of 
Persimmon, a name which recalls extraordinary 
scenes of enthuusiasm at Epsom on a certain summer 
afternoon nearly twenty years ago. That Persimmon 
was a good colt had been amply proved on the 
trial ground prior to his introduction to a race 
course. This was deferred to the Ascot meeting, the 
royal colt making his debut in the Coventry Stakes, 
in which he justified his private reputation by 
racing liorae three lengths in front of Meli Melo, 
with Gulistan third. 

Prior to his next essay, in the Richmond Stakes 
at Goodwood, Persimmon was subjected to a trial 
with the siieedy Ugly, the result of which made it 
more than ever obvious that the youngster was a 
race horse 'of the first order, and he won the Good- 
wood event with ease. Ills next raee was the 
Middle Park Plate, in which he sustained his first 
defeat, finishing .third to St. Fnisqhin and Ornla- 
dina, being four lengths behind the latter. It is 
probable, however, that Persimmon, which had been 
coughing previously, was not his usual self on 
that occasion. 

Persimmon was not seen again until the Epsom 
summer carnival of the following year. In the 
meantime the Middle Park Plate winner, St. 
Frusquin, bad added to his laurels, having opened 
his second season with a victory in the Colnmn 
Produce Stakes in the Craven Week, and another 
of greater importance in the Two Thousand, in 
which he treated such as Love Wisely and Labrador 
as though they were hacks. 

Small wonder, then, that Mr. Leopold de Roth- 
schild’s colt was a good favorite for the Derby, 
odds of 13 to 8 being laid on him, though Persim- 
mon had no end of supporters. The event, indeed, 
was regarded as in the nature of a match between 
the pair, and this subsequently proved to be the 
correct view. The race was worthy of the great- 
ness of the ocassion. Towads the end the rest of 
the opposition had been disposed of for all practical 
purposes. St. Frusquin was leading, but it was 
seen that Persimmon was gaining, aud less than a 
hundred yards from the post he got in front. Then 
the cheering commenced, but St. Frusquin still 
stuck to it, and when the judge’s box had been 
passed it was only a neck advantage that Persim- 
mon held. This was sufficient, however, and the 
populace, the classes, and the masses, let them- 
selves go. The Royal owner, who led the winner 
back to the weigliing-room, was naturally delighted, 
while his subjects were jubilant. It was a great 
day. The winner was ridden by John Watts, who 
had ridden many fine races, in his time, but never 
a better one than on that historic occasion. 

Tlie Derby battle was refonght at Newmarket a 
month later, when the leading pair at Epsom, 
together with Sir Visto, Troon, Laveno. Klrkcounel. 
Regret and others, competed for the Princess of 
Wales’ Stakes. St. Frusquin, which was in receipt 
of three pounds, was again preferred to Persim- 
mon, but Regret, which was receiving weight from 
both, was actual favorite. Another fine contest be- 
tween the Derby winner and second was witnessil. 
though it was scarcely so thrilling as the previous 
race, and in the end Mr. L. de Rothschild’s colt 
held a half-length advantage over Persimmon when 
the winning post was reached, with Regret a like 
distance away third. 

Persimmon was given no further opportunity of 
measuring strides with St. Frusquin. as the latter 
failed to stand his preparation for the St. Leger, 
tlie Doncaster race drying up somewhat disap- 
pointingly. Nothing better than Labrador opposed 
the royal champion on the Town Moor. Odds of 
11 to 2 were demanded from those who desired 
to support the Derby winner. Labrador being second 
favorite at 6 to 1 against, while the only other com- 
petitor quoted— Funny Boat — stood on the 66 to 1 
mark. As expected. Persimmon gained a com- 
fortable victory from Labrador, with the Dnke of 
Westminster’s second string. Rampion, a bad third. 

\nother easv victory was recorded by St. Simon’s 
son in the Jockey Club Stakes in the autumn. Here 
he was opposed by Sir Yisto. Knight of the Thistle, 
Laveno. Kirkeonuel. Regret, Bay Ronald — which 
achieved later fame as the sire of Bayardo — The 
Lombard, and others, but only the Derby winner 
of the previous year could make tlie slightest im» 
pression upon Persimmon, and Lord Rosebery’s four- 
year-old was two lengths behind the winner when 
the raee had been won aud lost. 

Persimmon reappeared as a four-year-old on the 
course on which he made his debut. The race in 
which he took part was the Gold Cup, and in this 
he had as rivals Winkfield’s Pride, which had won 
the Cambridgeshire the previous October; Limasol. 
which had secured the Oaks for Lord Hindlip: and 
Love Wisely, the Gold Cup hero of a twelvemonth 
earlier. Odds of 85 to 40 were laid on Persimmon, 
which justified the confidence reposed in him by 
cantering home eight lengths in front of Wink- 
field’s Pride, Love Wisely being four lengths further 
in the rear and the Oaks heroine tailed off. His 
final race was the Eclipse Stakes, in which the op- 
|M>sition was moderate, and Persimmon scored easily 
from Velasquez, thus winding up his turf career in 
a blaze of triumph. 

Exactly how Persimmon compares with the great 
racers of various periods it is difficult to say. but 
that he was a really good colt in his day is beyond 
question. At the stud he soon made his mark, one 
of tlie first of his progeny being the brilliant Scep- 
tre, which won the whole of the classic races except 
the Derby in 1902. 

Other famous animals sired by Persimmon were 
Zinfandel, an Ascot Cup winner: Keystone II. and 
Perola. Oaks winners; Your Majesty and Princec 
Palatine. St. Leger winners; and Royal Realm. 
These bv no means exhaust the list. 

Four times in all Persimmon headed the list of 
winning sires, while he twice filled third position. 
His career was brought to a close as the result if 
an accident. While out at exercise he fell, and 
though the mishap did not annear to be serious, 
it was eventually discovered that he had fractured 
his pelvis. Hopes were entertained of saving him. 
hut after appearing to make improvement, he again 
became worse and died in the February of 1908 at 
the age of fifteen years. — “J. F. P.” in London 
S-orting Life.
